A Former St. Louis School Teacber

Boston, Mass., Oct. 21.—As telegraphed 
to the SUNDAY POST-DISPATOH, the color line 
was drawn in the case of the colored student, 
Clement Garrett Morgan, who was chosen 
clase orator at Harvard. The members of the 
class, many of whom were seen last night, 
positively refuse to talk about the proceed- 
ings of the meeting at which the colored 
student was elected. The meeting was secret 
and only the bare results of the election, with- 
out any statement as to the number of votes 
east for either candidate, was given to the 
press. However, it is certain that Morgan 


was elected bya majority of one vote ina 
total vote cast of over two hundred and fifty. 

The other officers were el on a larger 
margin, but the real excitement and the cause 
of the prolongation of the meeting until the 
hour of midnight was the gra whether 
Harvard would choose the colored man. 

When the vote was announced it is under- 
stood there was a call for a recount, which was 
made amid intense excitement. The opponents 
of Morgan were crestfailen when the tellers 
made the announcement that Morgan had just 
one vote over his competitor. The colored 
man, on the other hand, received the warm 
congratulations of his supporters. His fol- 
lowing aid not include the wealthy and aristo- 
cratic clement which was re nted by a 
candidate of their own. whose identity, owing 
tothe peculiar circumstances of the case, tis 
one of the things to be kept from publication.

The supporters of this candidate made a great 
effort prior tofthe meeting to beat the 
colored man, although it is only just 
to say that not all of them objected 
Morgan on account of his color so much as 
because they wanted their man to win. Mor- 
an's antecedents and the fact that he had in 
ie first year and previous to his entrance 
made money as a barber, served to set some 
of the aristocratic students against him. Up 
to within a few days of the election Morgan 
had not been seriously thought of for the 
honor because of the feeling that he couid 
win, but his supporters considered 
the election of a colored mang 
be a handsome way of 
showing Harvard's friendhbip for the race and 
especia 1 view of the notable part filled 
by such Harvard men as Summer,Phillips aad 
otbers in theabolition movement. These young 
men puttheir heads together and organ- 
ized a movement to place the colored class- 
mate in the bonor office and the vote they 
rolled up was the big surprise of the meeting.

Morgan in St. Louis. 


The records in the office of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools show that Clement Garrett 
Morgan taught in the Sumner High School 
from October 14, 1879, until September 1, 1884. 


He came to St. Louis with excellent recom- 
mendations from Washington, where he had 
received his education ia the schools, and ap- 
plied fora situation as teacher in one of the 
colored schools in this city. He was exam - 
ined by the board and acquitted himseif with 
the greatest credit; receiving his appoint- 
ment as third assistant in the Sumner High 
School in October, 

On the 15th of that month be commenced his 
duties, and iv spite of the fact that this was 
his first ex lence he was remarkably suc-

A Negro’s Career at Yale. 


The honors gained by Clement G. Morgan at 
Harvard is not the first success of a colored 
student in the leading universities of the 
country. All professorsand many of the 


graduates of Tale will, on reading the account 
of the appointment of Harvard's class orator, 
recali the name of Edward Bouchet, who 
graduated at Yale ln the class of 1876. Bouchet 
wee a — of New Haven, Conn., and from 
arly age manifested “a most 
decided talent for stady.

AN AMUSING INCIDENT 
occurred duringjthe first term of the freshman 
year, the documents relating to which are 
religiously preserved among the archives 
of the college. At that time classes were di- 
vided into four divisions,during the first term 
alphabeticaily, and afterwards according 
to scholarship. It chanced that in the assign- 
ment of seats under the aiphabetical 
anne 1 — * Bouchet was placed next to a 
—.— man from South Carolina. Within a 
month after the opening of coliege, President 
Noah Porter received an indignant lettér from 
the father of the South COarolinian, atasing 
that his son had been in the habit of assoociat- 
fog only with his equals, and objected 
strongly to sitting near a negro. President 
Porter replied in @ ery courteous 
letter, saying that t was too 
late in the term to make any change, but that 
during the succeeding term there need be no 
fear of the young Southerner being subjected 
toany association with Mr. Bouchet, as the 
latter would be in the first division, as his 
ability deserved, and the South Carolinian in 
the fourth, where he could associate with his 
equals to his heart’s content.

unable to compete with the but up steel 
guns. Indeed, the complete success of the 
cast iron I- noh mortar, hooped with steel, 
would seem to indicate no positive need of 
adopting an all steel forged mortar. The for- 
mer bas been fred times, with a pressure 
of 83,000 pounds to the squareinch. Perhaps 
it would bave been well had the advocates of 
east iron been content with the victory ob- 
tained in a compromise through the use of 
steel hoops. But they were confident that 
the hoops were unnecessary, while the advo- 
cates of steel were as certain that they were 
‘all important. The recent bursting of the 
unhooped 12-inch mortar shows that 
the latter was the more nearly right. 
As to the new mortar, to be made entirely 
of steel forgings, it may be assumed in ad- 
vance that it will pass the test; but the ques- 
tion remains why the additional cost of forged 
steel should be incurred when oastiron hooped 
with steel will do all that is required of it. 
One answer is that it is believed ¢ at a range 
of eight miles can be obtained with the new 
mortar. Yet, as a range of six miles bas been 
reached with the hooped cast-iron mortar, 
this appears to be entirely sufficient. The 
forged steel mortar would be less bulky and 
the cost of forging steel iu large masses is de- 
creased. It is not generally known how im- 
~ a part in the system of coast defense 
played by mortar batteries.

For 
many years John Bass has practically done all 
the wheel and boller work for several West- 
ern rallroads, notably forthe Wabash system, 
and bas made a great deal ot money. His ex- 
tensive foundry and enygine-shops in Fort 


Wayne areannually visited by hundreds of 
tourists, and in this way probably Euglish 
capital has been tempted to secure the busi- 
ness.

Mortars fer Coast Defense. 


Wasninotor, D. O., Oct. 21.—The Com- 
plete destruction of the unhooped cast tron 
breech-loading rifiea mortar in the recent trial 
at Sandy Hook has been quickly followed by a 


result which may give additional chagrin to 
those who had formed sach high hopes of it. 
The Board of Ordnance and Fortifications at 
ite recent session sanctioned the project of 
the Ordnance De ment for making a 12- 
inch breech loading mortar entirely of forged 
Stael. This will be something of a biow to the 
advocates of cast iron, who have sup- 
* not without reason, that at least 
e eld of mortars might be relin- 
quished to them, even should they prove 
unable to compete with the but up steel 
guns. Indeed, the complete success of the 
cast iron 19-inoh mortar, hooped with steel, 
would seem to indicate no positive need of 
adopting an all steel forged mortar. The for- 
mer bas been fred 225 times, witha pressure 
of 88,000 pounds to the square nch. Perhaps 
it would bave been well had the advocates of 
ast iron been content with the victory ob- 
tained in a compromise through the use of 
steel hoops. But they were confident that 
the hoops were unnecessary, while the advo- 
cates of steel were as certain that they were 
‘all important. The recent bursting of the 
unhooped 12-inch mortar shows that 
the latter was the more nearly right. 
As to the new mortar, to be made entirely 
of steel forgings, it may be assumed in ad- 
vance that it will pase the test; but the ques- 
tion remains why the additional cost of forged 
steel should be incurred when ocastiron hooped 
with steel will do all that is required of it. 
One answer is that it is believed that a range 
ofeight miles can be obtained with the new 
mortar. Yet, as a range of six miles bas been 
reached with the hooped cast-iron mortar, 
this appears to be entirely sufficient. The 
forged steel mortar would be less bulky and 
the cost of forging steel lu large masses is de- 
creased. It is not generally known how im-

WANTED BY A SYNDICATE. 


Negotiations Pending for the Purchase of 
Bass’ Car-Works. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 21.—It is learned 
on excellent authority that the vast car wheel 
worke and boiler and locomotive plants, 
owned by Mr. John Bass in Fort Wayne, Ind., 
St. Louie, Mo., and Chicago, III., are likely to 
be transferred toan English syndicate. For 
many years John Bass has practically done all 
the wheel and boller work for several West- 
ern railroads, notably forthe Wabash system, 
and bas made a great deal ot money. His ex- 
tensive foundry and engine-s hope in Fort 


Wayne areannually visited by hundreds of 
tourists, and in this way probably English 
capital has been tempted to secure the busi- 
ness. It is understood the negotiations in 
London have been conducted by MoCiure and 
thatuptothe present moment the best offer 
to Mr. Bass has been about £550,000 or say N. 
750,000. A prominent financier here _ thor- 
oughly conversant with the affair does not 
expect Mr. Bass to sell for this price, but that 
as the Englishmen have thrice enlarged their 

rice already the prope will probably go 
nto their bands at about $3,500,000. 

This amount will inciude all Mr. Bass’ 
iron and coal mines in Alabama, which 
are worth 4 large sum. At the 
time he made bis investments in the South he 
was jecred at by the pig iron masters in Fenn 
syivania and the Scotch ore agents, who told 
him be would not be able to get along without 
their products. He was not long, bowever, in 
demonstrating that Southern ore was fully 
equal to all the teste he demanded and in two 
bay he was independent of this State, Scot- 

nd and her ores, and, in fact, as he has 
since stated, Alabama made him ‘independent 
of the Pennsylvania bosses. Mr. Bass’ system 
of assisting his workmen to purchase their 
homes has made him very popular and it will 
probably be a severe blow to bis old employes 
when they learn he is likely to give up bis 
foundries, etc. He employes sev thousand 
men in his various establishments. 

In regard to the above the following 
despatch has been received from Fort Wayne: 
A reporter called on John H. Bass of this city 
to-day to inguire into the truth of the reported 
sale of his foundry and machine works to an 
English syndicate. Mr. Bass said: ‘‘I have 
not sold my manufacturing Interests to an 
English syndicate, nor to any other syndicate. 
It is true thatI have been approached, per- 
haps ten times within a year av) entlemen

Secretary Windem on the State of the 
Money Market. 


New Yorx, Oct. 21.—The Washington corre- 
spondent of the Nes yesterday had an inter- 
view with Secretary Windom in regard to the 
money market. He was asked whether he 
feared a stringency or knew anything of a 
corner in the bond market, arranged to force 
the Treasury to raise the price of bonds. 

„% ean see no indications of a stringent 
money market, replied the Secretary, ‘‘As 
far as I can learn there is no abnormal de- 
mand for money; nothing more than what 
there usually is at this time of the year. The 
interior has made the oustomary demand on 
New York, but crops have been pretty well

There sould not fall to be, therefore, much 
stimulated curiosity to see what direction his 
first independent effort would take and how 
much scope for creation Messrs. Matthews 
and Jessop had given him in ‘‘On Proba- 
tion.’’ 

That on the part of his more intelligent 
friends there was disappointment cannot be 
denied, but the disappointment was so mixed 
with unrestra@jmed laughter and enjoyment 
that it would have taken a microscope to find 
it when the curtain went down on the last act. 
The disappointment was purely on account of 
the failure of the dramatists to give Mr. Crane 
afiela for large and noble endeavor. Two 
views of the play give two totally different 
conclusions. Viewed asacomedy from the 
standpoint of artistic and high literary en- 
deavor it is open to serious objections. 
It contains much that ia trivial, much that is 
unnatural, much superficial clap-trap to gain 
either dramatic or comic effects. It is farcical 
and even silly in places. On the other hand, 
viewed asan entertainment, it is a success. 
One cannot help laughing despite the faults 
ot the play. Its superficialities and conven- 
tional tricks of playwrighting and character 
sketching are inoffensive and give amusing 
results. It is altogether a jolly, rollicking, 
laughable, wholesome entertainment, which 
helps digestion if it does not stimulate intel- 
lect. There is no masterly drawing of char- 
acter, but there is some clever sketching and 
a great deal of ingenious and emusing inven- 
tion of incidents which keep the action mov- 
ing In a lively, pleasing way. 

The story has been made known to the pub- 
lic. It describes the experiences of a flirting 
old Chicago bachelor, who is warm-hearted, 
generous and rich, and who has been put on 
probation by a charming young woman to 
whom he is engaged. He loves her devotedly 
and she loves him, but his fatal weakness for 
flirtation and bis impulsive nature gets him 
into complications with every woman he 
meets.

The situations ingo which the weakuess 
of the flirting achelor pete him and 
into which he is invegled by a designin 
widow, ere comical and create po end o 
amusement. He also poses as the hero of 
several scenes and as the friend and dene 
factor of every onein the play, so that the 
sympathy of the audience is fairly won. 

In Jonathap Silshee, the bachelor flirt, Mr. 
Crane has a part that suite bis unctuous 
humor and impulsive methods. He presents 
a sbrewd, warm-hearted man, who is equal to 
emergencies in wit or action. He develops 
and expresses the spirit of mock martyrdom 
to circumstances with bumorous skill and 
intelligence, and keeps the audiences con- 
tinoally laughing with him. His recaption 
was enthusiastic last night and be was called 
twice before the curtain after the second act. 

In addition to Mr. Crane's admirable efforts, 
the entire performance was clever and excel- 
lent. The cast was good throvghont, every 
role being fllied with a large measure of akiil 
and intelligence. The Stage settings were 
artistic and bandsome, sotbat altogether a 
charming production was given, which built 
up every point of the play and made it 
thoroughly entertaining. 

Georgie Drew Barrymore played the part of 
Lady Frank Brooke with artistic intelligence, 
and there was a fine flash of serious farce in a 
passage in which she denounced the matri- 
monial market.

A LIFE FOR A FEW DOLLARS. 


Hillman, the Condemned Murderer of Ped- 
dler Seideman, Makes a Confession. 


By Telerraph to the Post-DIsPraTon. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa. Oct. 21.—According to a 
story telegraphed from Woodbury, N. J., Jos. 
M. Hillman, who is to be hanged on Novem- 
ber 13 for the murder of Peddler Herman 
Seideman, has made a confession. The con- 
fession was made, as alleged, to a fellow 
prisoner, who ie described as having formerly 
been a New York lawyer, who was rnined by

Fol- 
lowing is the confession: 

**Peddier Seideman had been in the habit of 
stopping over night with me during bis 
periodical trips through West Jersey. Seide- 
man gave me only about % cents worth of 
goods for a nigbt’s lodging. The last time he 
came to my home was on the day of the Wood 
sale last November. I met David Meili that 
day, who was at the sale, and he asked me 
who Seideman was when he saw him at the 
house. I told him he was a peddler, who 
often came to my house, and I asked McGill 
what de thoucht it was worth to 
stay at my house all night. He said a 
dollar was little enough. I told McGill I 
thought so too, and that it would be the last 
time Seideman would stay at my house. I 
hung around till the Wo sale was over and 
bey got home Seideman was stilithere. He 

pecs with him and he took supper 
* us. e told me he intended staying all 
night and wanted to ge etupearly as he had a 
long tramp to make the next day. I made him 
a bed on the floor of the down-stairs room. 
Me and my wife went up stairs early 
and went to bed. I laid there think- 
ine about that big pack and how 
Seideman had rattled money in his pockets be- 
fore I went up stairs. 1 could not sleep 
thinking of the thing, and about II o’clock 1 
got up and puton my pants and went down 
stairs without waking up my wife. When I 
got down there Seideman was asleep, with his 
clothes on, in the corner. I picked upa 
hatchet from near the fireplace and went over 
to Seideman. Istruck bim on the head with 
the hatchet over the eye, and he never 
moved. hit him twice more to make 
sure of it, and be was dead. After 
killing bim I went through his pockets and 
got $11.20. Iten wanted to get rid of the 
ody and thought of the mill- pond. I took 
bim by the heeis and dragged him outof the 
door to the road and down the road across 
the first bridge to the second one that crosses 
the creek, I dumped the body into the creek 
and then went and opened the flood gates. 
The water washed bim down to the swamp. 
shut the gates and went back home.’

THE COTTON CROP LATE, 


Receipts Increasing Daily, and Will Soon Be 
Ahead of Last Year. 


The rece!ipte of cotton at this point are now 
about 17,000 bales behind the same date of last 
year, but the cotton factors are none the leas 
jubilant. Secretary Simmons of the Cotton 
Exchange, when asked about it this morning, 
said he had talked to a number of the factors, 
and they all told him thatthe receipts by the 
16th of November will be considerably 
ahead of last year. The cause of the 
decrease 80 far is the lateness of the 
crop, particularly in Arkansas. This has kept 
the receipts down to the minimum, but they 
are now increasing every day, and a great 
deal has been secured to come in prior to 
November 15. The crop is believed to be 
bigger than last year, and the St. Louis 
factors have been unusually active in engag- 
ing it. quiry among those interested shows 
that the agreement among the wheel organi- 
zations to withhold their shipments, has kept 
very littie back.
